Coming  to  ^tish  Columbia  some 
years  before  the  war,  he  cleared 
land  in  North  Vancouver,  and,  after 
the  outbreak  of  hostiliUea,  enlisted 
with  one  of  his  sons  in  the 
Battalion,  serving  for  two  years 
Prance.  On  returning  home  he  took 
up  land  at  Qualicum  Beach,  where 
hs  Uved  untU  his  death.  He  had 
twehre  ehUdren.  six  behig  now  Uvlng.

position  and  put  him  to  bed  No  case  should  be 
given  up  as  hopeless  which  has  been  under  water 
for  less  than  half  an  hour,  and  arilfleigl  t9tQ\xM.- 
tinti  should  be  kipt  up  for  four  hours. or  longer 
if  necessary.  - 

Boy  Scouts,  Oirl  Ouldei,  nuirsaa,  mombera  of 
first  aid  classes  and  others  receive  Instruction  in 
artificial  respiration.  Instruction  should  be  ex- 
panded In  erery  way  possible,  and  those  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  practice  will  be  performing  a 
service  which  might  at  any  time  prove  of  great 
value  by  Interesting  others  In  obtaining  some 
prSfCttes.  There  are  other  occasions  than  near- 
drowning  when  artificial  respiration  might  be 
the  means  of  saving  a  life.  These  include  electric 
shock  wad  various  forms  of  gas  poisoning.

Mr.  8.  J.  Hungerford,  president  of  the  Cana- 
dian National  Railways,  in  his  evidence  before  a 
Senate  Committee,  said  that  the  "creation  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways  as  a  State-owned 
and  publicly-controlled  utility  is  a  good  thing 
well  worth  any  measure  of  financial  encum- 
branct.**  If  that  U  the  case,  then  there  is  no 
railway  problem  In  the  country  and  the  people 
should  be  happy  in  the  privilege  of  contributing 
anywhsrs  from  $1,000,000  to  $2,000,000  a  week 
towards  socialized  railways.  Mr.  Hungerford, 
howsTir,  destroys  some  of  the  force  of  his  own 
argumsnt  ^  advocating  "compulsory  co-opera- 
tion" between  the  tran.scontlnental  railway  sys- 
tems for  the  purpose  of  introducing  economy  in 
operation.  Even  those  In  control  of  the  national 
system  admit  that  economies  are  essential.  80 
do  the  taxpayers  as  a  whole  because  deficits  pile 
up  all  the  time  and  the  cost  of  national  owner- 
ship has  become  a  veritable  Frankenstein 

There  are  few  who  will  fall  to  believe  that  Mr. 
Hungerford's  objection  to  unification  of  control 
of  the  transcontinental  systems  Is  politically 
inspired.  There  is  a  weight  of  evidence  to  this 
effect  In  his  statement  that  "unproAtoble  lines 
ahculd  be  operated  because  the  public  want 
them.  He  beUeves  that  they  should  be  operated 
even  If  there  Is  a  financial  encumbrance,  because 
they  are  In.  the  "public  interest "  Obviously, 
therefore,  his  definition  of  the  public  Interest  Is 
"sectional  Interests,"  and  not  the  national  wel- 
fare. This  attitude  might  be  interpreted  in  a 
wider  sense  to  mean  that  railway  operation  is  not 
a  business  enterprise  but  a  losing  venture. 

Mr.  Hungerford,  says  The  Montreal  Gazette, 
"offers  a  purely  political  argument  which  the 
average  citizen  will  regard  as  an  expression  of 
the  Government's  attitude  toward  unification." 
Thct  means  that  the  Oovemment,  In  viewing  the 
tal.vv.  y  problem,  closes  l^s  eyes  to  the  only  really 
canstiuctlve  solution  that  has  yet  been  put  for- 
\vr..\l  Mr  Hungerford  proposes,  presumably  after 
consultation  with  the  Government,  that  there 
should  be  "compulsory  co-operation"  under  a 
tribunal  of  three  persons  one  representing  the 
Canadian  Pacific,  one  the  Canadian  National  and 
one  the  "public  Interest."  The  latter,  of  course, 
would  be  a  Government  appointee,  so  on  the 
tribunal  the  Government- would  be  represented 
by  two  persons  and  the  Canadian  Pacific  by  one. 
That  would  make  the  conduct  of  the  railways  as 
a  whole  a  political  matter  inasmuch  as  the  two 
Covsmment  nfbmbers  of  the  proposed  tribunal 
would  guard  .sectional  Interests  In  a  jealous  man- 
i\r:  Izst  votes  should  be  endangered.  That  would 
n-'  ?r  bs  a  way  In  which  the  public  interest  would 
l  ^  :  \-A.  for  that  interest  is  one  of  the  public 
as  a  whole.  In  such  a  matter,  or  in  any  matter, 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  "compulsory  co-opera- 
tion  '  The  expression  is  a  contradiction  In 
terms.  Mutual  benefits  will  not  fiow  from  any 
trlbunil's  decisions  when  that  tribunal  has  a  two 
to  one  majority  m  favor  ot  party  poUUcal  action.

THE  rOROETFTL  PEDESTRIAN 

Murh  .-»tress  has  been  laid  on  the  forgetful 
pedestrian  at  a  National  Safety  ConRress  Ju.st 
held  In  England.  It  has  always  been  a  horrifyinK 
thouRht  that  so  many  children  should  be  killed 
on  the  roads,  and  that  such  should  be  the  case 
must  be  due.  In  some  respects  at  least,  both  10 
lack  of  domestic  supervision  and  lack  of  the 
necessary  education  in  safety.  It  is  a  fact  now 
that  In  England  and  Wales  66  per  cent  of  the 
educational  authorities  have  set  up  children's 
safety  first  committees  or  adopted  some  alterna- 
tive arrangement  with  the  object  of  educaUng 
children  In  road  .sense.  Mr  Kenneth  Lindsay, 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, advocates,  as  well,  "co-ordination  between 
education,  highway  and  town  planning  authori- 
ties, parks  and  open  space  committees,  and  the 
police." 

sir  Philip  Game,  Commi.ssloner  of  Police  of  the 
Metropolis,  says  the  motorist,  when  driving,  has 
to  be  "00  per  cent  concentration."  On  the  other 
hand,  the  pedestrian  Is  not  concentrating,  for  It 
Is  next  door  to  impossible  for  anyone  to  engage 
In  all  his  comings  and  goings  under  the  acute 
fear  df  being  killed  The  mind  relaxes  and  for- 
gets the  dangers  and  there  is  no  legislation  that 
will  cure  forgetfubiess.  What  is  wanted,  accord- 
ing to  Sir  Philip,  Is  .some  physical  obstacle  to  call 
forgetful  people  to  their  senses.  If,  for  instance, 
they  had  to  walk  five  yards  to  get  round  a  guard 
rail,  or  even  climb  over  It.  they  would  be  re- 
minded that  they  were  going  Into  traffic. 

The  problem-of  compiete  safety  on  the  roads  Is 
n]]r  th.it  will  never  be  solved,  for  there  is  the 
human  element  so  impossible  to  govern  com- 
pletely. All  that  the  authorities  can  do  Is  to  re- 
duce accidents  by  the  piling  up  of  safety  precau- 
tions, by  regulations  and  a  process  of  continuous 
education.  It  Is  Ifl  Chf  Schools  and  in  the  homes 
that  the  lesson  of  a  road  sense  can  best  be  devel- 
oped, and  It  will  be  when  there  Is  more  of  a  return 
to  an  .ippreclation  of  parental  responsibility  and 
greater  einpha.sl.s  laid  m  I  lie  educatinn.il  c'lrM.  ;i- 
lum  bn  the  value  of  human  life  and  how  it  may 
be  preserved  In  modern  traffic.  The  motorist, 
the  cyclist  and  the  pedestrian  are  ihe  latter-day 
triangle  of  death.  They  should  get  together  In 
a  common  cause  for  the  common  good.
